Toads On Night Shift 
With

M any farm ers recognize birds as 
a 
valuable 
aly 
in 
the 
w arfare 
ag ain st insect pests, but few know 
th a t when the birds cease, their d a y ­ 
light activities the battle is taken up 
by an im portant ally—the toad. 
M ealtime with toads often 
begins 
before sunset and continues thruout 
a g re a te r p art of the night, 
accord­ 
ing to the Biological Survey of the 
U. S. D epartm ent of A griculture. Al­ 
though toads, like birds, devour some 
beneficial insects, 
they 
more 
than 
com pensate for such 
indiscrim inate 
feeding hy eatin g 
term ites, 
beetle 
larvae with injurious or potentially 
injurious habits, plant-sucking bugs, 
voracious caterpillars, and other nox­ 
ious insects. 
Abnorm al 
infestation 
of extrem ely destructive weevils, are 
frequently reduced by toads, and they 
render a useful service in feeding on 
adult click beetles, which if allowed 
to propagate would add to the num ­ 
ber of w irew orm s feeding on valuable 
crops. I^eaf chafers, 
which 
destroy 
blossoms and defoliate orchards trees, 
are frequently taken by toads as well 
as the white grubs of May lieetles, 
which are such pests in lawns, meud- 
ows and cultivated fields. 
U nder certain conditions in green­ 
houses, gardens, fields of small grain 
or forage crops, and on golf courses 
toads perform visibly effective serv­ 
ice. 
In any of these situations noxi- 
ious insects and other 
invertebrates 
are sure to predom inate; hence 
the 
bulk of the to ad ’s food consists 
of 
injurious forms. 
T oads have m anaged to 
survive 
thus far in spite of their 
u n a ttra c ­ 
tiveness ami the absurd superstitions 
and tteliefa associated witb them. As 
the country has become more densely 
settled, however, toads have had 
to 
face new dangers from m an's inven­ 
tions, such as the automobile. 
the 
m ower ami binder, and other 
farm 
m achinery, 
(treat num bers of toads 
m ig ratin g across highw ays are 
de­ 
stroyed by automobiles and the sew ­ 
e r systerps of large cities have long 
taken an annual toll. 
An active interest in the conserva­ 
tion of toads must be taken, if these 
useful anim als 
are 
to escape e x te r­ 
m ination by the 
draining of 
their 
breeding places, by the burning over 
of fields and woods, and by other p er­ 
ils of their present day environm ent.

deficiency of calcium and phosphorus. 
Meat scrap and ground steamed bone 
meal as well as tish meal will supply 
phosphorus. 
Calcium, the continued 
lack of which will cause a noticeable 
decrease in egg production, can 
be 
furnished by keeping a supply of oys­ 
ter shells or of limestone grit before 
the hens all of the time.
